Labour and Protection. 

Fiscal problems were discussed last 
week at meetings of the Trish Labour 
Party. and Trade Union Congress. 
Mr. O’Duffy, the President, moved a 
qualified resolution in favour of - Free 
Trade, which Mr, Thomas Johnson 
countered with a qualified amendment in 
favour of protected industries; and the 


motion by thirty-six votes against thirty- 
three. Mr. Johnson admitted, with a 
courage which the typical Protectionist 
seldom displays, that tariffs would increase 
prices to the consumer; but he held that 
the disadvantage would be neutralised by 
the effects of native prosperity on em- 
ployment and wages. We cannot agree 
with many of the arguments on’ both 
sides: sometimes we cannot even follow 
them. We do not see, for instante, how 
Mr, Johnson proposes to “transmit the 
benefit which may be derived from: a 
protective tariff to the workers engaged 
in the industries affected,” or how, if he 
sheuld succeed, capita] could be persuaded 
to risk itself in the starting of new indus- 
tries. We are equally at a loss to know how 
Mr. Johnson intends to check the growth 
of trusts and “combines,” which, as the 
experience of other countries shows, are 
inseparable from national systems of pro- 
tective tariffs. In sum, however, the dis- 
cussions were suggestive and encouraging. 
They prove that Irish Labour is giving 
constructive thought to the Free State's 
fiscal problems, recognises the” difficulties 
and pitfalls which surround the whole 
subject, and is prepared to make every 


step. We have urged, since the Free State 
came into being, that the fiscal controversy 
is invested with no senctities of principle; 
it is altogether a question of expediency. 
Neither the policy under which Britain 
flourished for nearly a century nor the 
opposite policy under which the United 
States are flourishing to-day is necessarily 
the best policy for’ Ireland, We must 
develop a system which will suit our 
country’s peculiar conditions, and, unless 
we proceed slowly and cautiously, we are 
likely to make bad mistakes, This prudent 
attitude, we gather, is the attitude of

The New Egypt. 


One of the problems that are likely to 
perplex the British Government in. the 


with the Empire. Mr, Ramsay. Mac- 
donald and his friends are learning a 
lesson that members of the older political 
parties learnt long ago—that the responsi- 
bilities of office make an enormous differ- 
ence to politicians’ views. When they were 
free agents, and seemed likely to remain 
in opposition for many a long day, the 
Socialists used every possible stick with 
which to belabour “bourgeois ’’ Govern- 
ments. Every enemy of Britain was their 
friend. They were largely pro-German 
when Britain was fighting with her back 
against the wall ; they were warm admirers 
of the Russian Bolsheviks; every fanatic 
in India had their sympathy, and they 
were enthusiastic supporters oí the 
Egyptian extremists. Now that they 
occupy the seats of the mighty at West- 
minster their old ‘political “flames” are 
becoming .rather a nuisance, In the old 
days they could afford, for instance, to 
declare with righteous indignation that 
British rule in Egypt was an “ intolerable 
tyranny.’’ Their acquaintance with the 
facts may have been the remotest, but 
sympathy with everybody who was attack- 
ing the British Government was good pro- 
paganda and gave the Socialists high 
standing among the pseudo-proletarians 
of the world. Now, as the Germans say, 
the goat has been made the gardener, and 
everything is different. The enemies of 
Britain are as bitter as ever, but their 
slings and arrows are being hurled not at 
the bloated body of official Capitalism, 
but at the sacred form of Labour herself. 


In the speech from the throne which 
was delivered at Cairo last Saturday, King 
Fuad announced that the task, of the 


to give effect to her “nationa] aspira- 
tions” concerning the Sudan. There was 
a time, no doubt, when Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald would have applauded this state- 
ment vigorously, but that time is no 
more. Then the Sudan meant little or 
nothing to him, but now.he is forced 
to recognise its enormous importance to 
the British Empire. To Egyptian inde- 
pendence. per s¢.no sensible Briton has 
any objection. Everybody knows perfectly 
well that the fellaheen are not the stuff of 
which nationhood is made; but, if they 
want the name of freedom, there is’ no 
good reason why they should. not get it. 
The Sudan, however, is « totally different 
matter. Britain must retain her pied a 
terre in that part of the world, because in 
a certain degree her whole position in the 
Continent of Africa depends upon it, and, 
furthermore, its possession is almost essen- 
tial as an outpost on ‘the road to India. 
France has had her eye on the Sudan for 
many years, and there is little doubt that, 
if the British element in Egypt should be 
withdrawn altogether, the Quai. d’Orsay 
would lose no time in establishing 
itself in the empty place, Be that as it 
may, the Sudan must be retained. Gordon 
and Kitchener would turn in their graves 
if they. thought that there was ° the 
slightest danger of its loss by Britain, and 
Mr, Ramsay Macdonald ought to tell. the 
Egyptians pretty plainly that they must 
limit their activities to their own terri- 
tory.

A NOTEWORTHY FORTNIGHT. 


The fortnight of Shakespeare which Dublin 
play-goers have been given at the Gaiety 

heatre has passed all too quickly. It has 
been a fortnight of exquisite excitement for

After a review of the fortnight’s entertain-- 
ment, we have nothing. but praise for the 
producer, Mr. ‘Charles Doran. His produc- 
tions have been at. once scholarly and artistic, 
and, alike to the student of Shakespeare’ and 
the unread, succeeded in proving the un- 
challengeable pre-eminence of the Master in 
the bow of stirring to terror, awe, pity, or 
laughter, the. emotions of the most ordinary 
man. Mr. Doran brought with him a com- 
pany of excellent players, who put enthusiasm 
and earnestness into their work. The smallest 
parts were ably—indeed, admirably—filled, and 
the absence of “ starring,” with its essential 
distortion of balance, was a noteworthy and 
commendable feature of the productions. 

The plays were all studied with uncommon 
perception and care, and each performance 
evidently had been thoroughly rehearsed. 
As a, result, the meaning of the 
play was “not only preserved, but made 
striking. Everything, indeed, was done to 
fulfil a single aim—to present the matter and 
meaning in a manner as complete and con- 


sistent as possible, .

The stage settings and the lighting ar- 
rangements were always beautiful, always 
adequate, and they heightened very much the 
intensity of the dramatic illusion. Only, once 
‘did we find ourselves at odds with the pro- 
ducers. . That was during ‘‘ Macbeth,”’ when 
the ghost of Banquo is supposed to appear. 
In Mr. Doran’s production the ghost was not 
seen by the audience. Macbeth saw it only 
as the feverish embodiment of an hallucina- 
tion. During his convulsion before it the lights 
were lowered and flooded on him again in 
@ manner. at once confusing and unnecessary. 
This confusion of purpose and effect lowered 
considerably, as we thought, the dramatic 
intensity. ol that very intense moment. 


‘‘The..Taming of the Shrew” is ever a 
wholesome tonic: It makes a man feel very 
complacent .and..satisfied with life; and the 
ladies can watch .it. with the ironic conscious- 
ness that Shakespeare was not so wise as men 
think. The comedy was well staged, and the im- 
-pression it left was more than satisfying, . The

General von Lossow, one of the chief wit- 
nesses in the Munich high treason case, who 
abruptly left the court during Friday's hear- 
ing after a heated altercation with Herr 
Hitler, sent the President of the Court a 
letter, which was read at yesterday’s hearing, 
stating that he refused to obey the summons 
to attend the court.

One witness, describing the scene in the 
beer cellar on the night of the putsch, said 
that he saw Dr. von Kahr shaking hands 
with revolutionaries.

DISSENSION IN THE CABINET.

A GROTESOUE PROPOSAL. 


The T'imea, dealing in a leading article with 
the amendment to the Estimates, which is to 
be moved in the House of Commons this after- 
noon, of which the effect would be to reduce 
the size of the Army from 161,000 to 11,000 
men, observes:—It is not, perhaps, intended 
seriously—ev en by its promoters.

> 
FAILURE OF THE HOME 
MARKET. 

Addressing a meeting at Howth yester- 
day in support of the candidature of Mr. 
Batt O'Connor, Mr, Fionan Lynch, Minister 
for Fisheries, said that Howth once was, and 
ought to be again, one of the big fishing 
centres. The. Ministry for Fisheries had 
been criticised from Howth, and portion of 
the criticism was concentrated on the fact 
that. two fishing vessels were allowed to 
become derelict in the harbour and in the 
end were sold for firewood. Neither the De- 
partment nor its predecessor could exercise 
any control over those boats, whose owners 
could bring them out and sink them in the 
sea if they considered it the best business 
to do so. At least, they believed that the 
boats were not worth repairing. 

At -the present time good fishing boats 
were lying up in every harbour in Grea 
Britain, as well as in Howth. There were 
many. reasons for that. During the war the 
- best class of fishing vessels were taken into 
the patrol service, and fishermen receiving 
Great prices for their catches were prepared 
to pay anything for any sort of fishing craft. 
After the war the well equipped fishing 
boats went back to their work and the others 
could not compete with them. 

The loss of the German and Russian 
markets owing to financial depression was 
another blow at the fishing industry. The 
collapse of Germany hit the sale of Howth 
herrings especially hard. Then, again, the 
industry was crippled by the collapse of ‘he 
transport service and the destruction wrot ght 
to the railways by so-called Republicans in 
1922. . Loss of transport simply cs ca the 
fishermen of the West. 

The Ministry was criticised for doing 
nothing to develop the inland markets for 
fish. Chicago was mentioned by the critics in 
compar:-om with Mullingar, a two million 
population put in contrast with one of five 
thousand. “We have.” he said. “been trv- 
ing to develop those markets. We have had 
a man on the road for the purpose. and the 
results have not been satisfactory. The 
reason fg that’ we cannot get people in the 
inland towns to stock fish, because there is 
no demand. We have tried hard to get the 
shops to handle fish, but they cannot. do it, 
because they have no customers for fish.”

James Costigan was again brought before 
District Justice Kelly, at Bantry on Saturday 
charged with the wilful murder of Jeremiah 
Holland, Kealkil. 

Mr. Thomas Healy, State Solicitor, prose- 
cuted, and Mr. J. Travers ' Wolfe, solicitor, 
defended. 

Dr. Twohig ‘said that Holland’s wounds 
were gunshot wounds. : 

John Rourke said that he accompanied 
Holland to within a hundred yards of the 
place where the shooting took place, and 
parted with him to visit some friends. He 


again came on the scene after the shcoting, | 


and met the accused, who told him that 
Holland had been shot accidentally. 

Mrs. Holland, widow of the deceased man, 
told the Court of her husband having left the 
house in the mórning for Bantry, and of hear- 
ing within a short time after of his having 
been shot. “She went to the house of James 
Murphy, Kealkil, where her husband was 
brought, to find that he was dead. 

Cissie Murphy, daughter of the owner of 
the house to which Holland was brought, de- 
posed that when Holland was carried in she 
went for the priest and sent a messenger for 
the doctor. She met the accused, Costigan, 
on the road, and -he told her that.-Holland 
had been shot accidentally. He. asked her 
where she was going. She replied, “For the 
priest,” and he said, “ Hurry on.”’ 

To Mr.. Wolfe—Costigan appeared to be very 
distressed when I met him on the road. |

THE REV. P. J. GANNON ON 
THE CHURCH’S WORK. 


“If the sons of man could be brought always 
to consider each other, this world would -be- | 
come something near to the Garden of Eden 
that. we have lost. But we are sometimes 
one another’s torturers, and that is often be- 
cause we have not enough of the spirit of 
Christ. We do things we ought not to do, 
and we aré spiteful, mean and jealous. We 
will walk over a brother's dead body to 
obtain: the gold we seek; and ‘then we are 
tag because that is.a thing that comes 
ome to us in life. If we do evil, we suffer. 
If we inflict pain, the laws’ ‘of life strike. back 
and we feel pain.” 

These were a few of the remarks made 
yesterday at the Church of St. Francis Xavier, 
Gardiner street, Dublin, by the Rev. P. J. 
Gannon, §.J., who delivered the second of 
his series of Lenten Lectures on ‘‘ The Barque 
of Peter.” 

Hé explained that his object was to set 
before them six episodes of the history of 
the Church, in order that they might come to 
know their Holy Mother, know-her greatness, 
her splendour; come to love her, to be loyal, 
and éventually to be obedient to hey. 

After an era of persecution, the early Church 
was subjected to numerous heresies, which 
were nowadays regarded as absolutely absurd, 
but which in those days won the same 
foolish consideration as did. Rationalism in the 
present age. In addition, the Church had to 
Pride and 
prejudice lost to her many of her sons; for it 
was laid down that the will of the Church 
must not be  gainsaid: that men, whatever 
their views, must accept what the lawful 
voice of the Church decreed. This same dis- 
sension, this invasion of pride and prejudice, 
wag Observable also in the life ‘of nations: it 
created divisions, and wrought great havoc. 

In the early days of her trial the Church 
turned to Ireland, which had been preserved 
from the taint of heresy. While it. was 
devastating the East, their island lay safe- 
guarded: and it was then. certainly a holy

CATHEDRAL ON MISSIONS. 


“ St, Patrick’? was the subject of the 
sermon preached in Christ Church Cathedral 
resterday morning by the Dean, who took as 
his text “ The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light” (Isaiah-ix., 2). 
It was with these words, said the: Dean, that 
nearly all the old chroniclers began their lives 
of St. Patrick. The light here mentioned 
was always interpreted as that of which St. 
Jotn e “in. the “opening of his Gospel. 
Christ was the light of the world, and: the 
knowledge of that light was not brought to 
Ireland first by St. Patrick. They knew that 
there were Christians in Ireland before the 
time of St. Patrick, but some of the features 
of St, Patrick’s missionary methods were, he 
thought, worthy of their attention, especially 
in view of the interest aroused in the subject 
of missions and‘ missionary -metheds by the 
great missionary campaign that had been re- 
cently held in the city and suburbs. 

In order to understand this subject, they 
had to try to transfer themselves back to 
their country as it was in the beginning of the 
fifth century. In his Confession St. Patrick 
related his own inward struggles. They had 
an echo of the same sort of feeling in Bunyan. 
St. Patrick’s efforts to evangelise the Irish 
people were wonderfully successful, and three 
main. features of his missionary work were, 
that he adopted for his followers community 
life; he first approached the most influential 
people; and he was whole-hearted in his‘ 
earnestness in preaching a personal Saviour as 
the sole remedy for sin and the only hope for 
salvation, 

St, Patrick found community life for his 
followers necessary, largely for their protec- 
tion. His communities were somewhat like 
the associated bands of the Church Missionary 
Society of the present time, and such a com- 
munity of missions had obvious advantages. 
His approaching the most influential people 
first was especially important in Ireland at 
that time, when the tribal system prevailed, 
and the chiefs exercised very great power over 
their followers. That was one striking reason 
for the success that attended, St. Patrick’s 
efforts. St. Patrick established an indepen- 
dent Irish Church, which remained indepen- 
dent for centuries. 

The ‘great point that the preacher wanted 
his hearers to notice was St. Patrick’s intense 
enthusiasm and personal fervour. St. 
Patrick was absolutely convinced of the prin- 
ciples that he taught and preached—the fun- 
damental principles of the faith; and did rot 
Ireland in these present days need the very 
same teaching’ St. Patrick knew that r.othing 
else could satisfy the needs of men but faith m 
God. He derived his inspiration and teath- 
ing from the pure word of God. That was his 
constant study, and that was the source of 

the enthusiasm and the earnestness of his ut- 
terances, Hiy writings reminded them of the 
letters of St. Paul; they were the outpoarings 
of his own soul. ) 

The spirit of unselfish, Christ-1ike leve, 
essential: in missionary effort, became “the 
great work of the independent Irish Church 
which St. Patrick founded and » -ganised with 
such striking success. They, to-day, were 
inheritors of that noble Church. God grant 
that they might be true to the ‘trust tanded 
on to them, and do al] in their power to 
let the people who walked in’ darkness’ see the 
great light of Christ, which was ‘the light of 
the world. '

OBITUARY. 


MR. T. W. KILPATRICK. 
ARMAGH. 


The death took place at his residence, in 
Armagh, on Saturday night, of Mr. Thomas 
W. Kilpatrick, solicitor, formerly sub-sheriff 
of the coutity, who retired last year from that 
office,.which he had occupied for twenty-five 
years. Mr. Kilpatrick was the Hon. Secretary of 
the Under-Sheriffs’ Association of Ireland, and 
it was largely through his efforts that the 
Sheriffs (Ireland) Act, 1920, wag passed. In 
recognition of his services he received a pre- 
sentation from all the sub-sheriffs in Ireland. 
When the Prince of Wales’ Warriors’ Fund 
was inaugurated, Mr. Kilpatrick threw him- 
self heart and soul into the movement, and 
he had the satisfaction of seeing Armagh head 
the subscription list of all the Irish counties. 

Mr Kilpatrick was a member of Armagh 
County Club, a trustee of Shiel’s Institute 
and a director of the local gas company. He 
was a staunch Unionist, but never took a 
prominent part in political affairs. 

At the last winter assizes in Armagh, 
Mr. Justice Andrews, and at the re- 
cent spring assizes, Mr. Justice Moore re- 
ferred in eloquent terms to Mr. Kilpatrick’s 
many excellent qualities, and to the great loss 
sustained by the county in his retirement.

Mr. Charles V. Lamb, A.R.H.A., is showing

examples of his work as a landscape painter. 
In these he appears a sound craftsman, with a 
well-formed manner, but without mannerism 
of any kind. 

Chiefly about Carlingford Lough and the 
Mourne Mountains, with an excursion to 
County Waterford and a sketching tour in 
Kent, he has found scenes of mountain and 
lake, woodland and meadow that pleased him. 
He is interested most in the play of sunlight— 
on mountain faces and on the swirling banks 
of mist about their flanks; on wide stretches 
of open country, with cloud-shadows varying 
the depth of blue in the distances; on lake- 
water seen through a trellis of foliage, and on 
the flecked surface of tumbling streams.

In that way he achieves a striking 
luminosity, so much so that some of the 
lighter landscapes have almost the effect of 
water-colour.
